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Community Rallies To Aid Stricken Fanners 
Trevose I* la us Old-Time Barn-Raising

The Trevose area may see a barn-raising, an 
all-out community project in which hundred of per­ 
sons would join to help neighbors who have felt 
disastrous losses due to fire. 
The people will try to bring a western-style 
or pioneer-day barn-raising to the grounds of the 
Yerkes-Austin farm at Siles, where a $40,000 fire 
wiped out a dairy business, taking away the liveli­ 
hood of three families. 
About IOO neighbors joined in an almost spon­ 
taneous meeting yesterday afternoon in the Tre­ 
vose Heights Fire House to initiate the project. 
The Lower Southampton Civic League led by its 
president, Thomas Taylor, has joined the Heights 
firemen and others of the community in starting the 
project. 


Edward R. Duckenfield. president of the fire 
company presided at the meeting, which was opened 
by Rev. Robert Tawnley, pastor of the Scottsville 
Methodist Church of Siles Numerous civic leaders 
spoke and urged area residents to give their support. 


Members of these groups realize they have a 
tremendous project ahead of them, and*they have 
asked for help. Workers will be needed— those with 
the know-how, and others, people who want to help, 
want to donate material, funds, equipment, or any­ 
thing. 


The organizers have stressed the fact that it 
must be a community project— one in which the 
people of an entire area— friends, neighbors, every­ 
one will join to recreate a farm. 
The barn was burned bv a Trevose arsonist 
early on the morning of March 30. Twenty cows were 


killed, a barn was destroyed, and valuable machin­ 
ery was ruined. The families of Howard Yerkes, and 
his brother Albert, who operated the dairy business; 
their grandmothr, Mrs. H. B. Austin, who owns 
the establishment, and their mother, Mrs. Edna 
Yerkes, depended on the dairy business. 
The farm was plagued by fire twice previous 
to the recent disastrous blaze, and a little more 
than a year ago, George Yerkes, father of the boys 
and operator of the farm, was killed in a tractor 
accident. 
‘Good Neighbors’ 
In the words of Robert and Dorothy Welsh, 
neighbors who suggested the barn-raising project; 
the Yerkes and Austin families “have always been 
good neighbors, helping others in time of need, 
and we know they have always been most willing 
and anxious to assist us in anv way at any time.” 


The small Welsh property adjoins the Yerkes-Austin 
farm on Brownsville Road. 
“The disastrous fire,” continued the Welsh 
family in a letter to the Courier and Times news­ 
papers, “almost seems too much for any one family 
to have to bear alone.” 
The Civic League eagerly pushed the move­ 
ment after its president, Mr. taylor, was contacted 
by the Courier and Times. Yesterday the le ague 
joined the Heights firemen, who were also anxious 
to initiate a barn-raising. Alvin Ridge, of the neigh­ 
boring Trevose Fire Company attended the get-to­ 
gether and offered the assistance of his company, 
also.
